those three Powers has met with the same 

te, German diplomacy has failed to 
achieve one of Herr Hitler's major ambitions, 
und in falling has suffered a defeat of the 
first magnitude, All this need not_neces~ 
surily mean that Moscow will definitely 
retreat from the position it adopted when it 
entered into the august pact with Berlin, 
but in the words of the Italian journal “La 
Stampa” "Stalin has recovered his neutral 
position as soon as it was possible, and is 
now waiting for the progressive efforts of! 
the belligerents to offer him the most favour- 
fable chance to realize the imperialist inten- 
tions and programmes of old Russia and to 
try eventually to introduce Bolshevism to 
Europe and Asia." In other words M. Stalin 
has retraced his stops, having obtained all 
he wants at present in the Baltic, and has 
taken up a position from which he expects 
to be able to snatch any profit from the 
further progress of the war between the 
Allies and Germany. It is a purely oppor= 
tunist poliey on the part of the Soviet leader, 
and augurs no better for Germany than it 
may for the Allies. The latler need have no 
very great concern as to the next steps the 
Soviet may take, for it is obvious that they 
have already made their dispositions to mect 
‘any threat Russia may offer irrespective of 
where it may be presented. 

‘This adoption of opportunist neutrality is 
all of a piece with the whole of the Soviet 
poliey. The resistance of the Finns put an 
end to the Soviet’s idew that by fishing 
quietly in troubled waters it could hope to 
enrich itself with spoils at little cost to itself, 
and the knowledge that the Allies are better 
prepared to offer a successful resistance to| 
any Soviet schemes than was gallant Finland 
should have the effect of vestraining M. 
Stalin's appetite. ‘The Allies are in a posi- 
tion to offer a check to any schemes which 
Russia may have in the Balkans or the Near 
or Middle East, and with the support which 
is already in being for Turkey it can be 
confidently expected that M. Stalin will be 
obliged to walt until more propitious times 
come round—if ever they do,—before 
embarking upon any further schemes for 
territorial aggrandisement, or for the 
expansion of the Bolshevik’ revolution. The 
whole situation adds point to the comment 
which was made in this column a few days 
ago relative to the necessity of having a 
strong Japan in the Far Bast. ‘The arrange- 
ments which the Allies have made in. the 
Near East, together with a strong Japan in 
Asia are the best guarantees for the future 
inaction of the Soviet Government. ‘The 
Allies are not to be expected to attack Rus- 
"No war with that country will happen 
unless she takes the offensive, but the Allies 
will never lose sight of the fact that the 
ambitions which Bolshevik Russia holds just 
fas much as it did in imperial days may 
sooner or later lead to a clash. 

‘The situation thus created by M, Molotov 
speech necessitates a review of the whole 
position, it is clear that Herr Hitler can no 
Tonger hold up Soviet Russia as a bogey with 
which to frighten the Allies. It is even 
clearer that the Kremlin is not prepared to 
throw itself into Germany's arms, while 
whatever assistance Germany hopes to obtain’ 
































from Russia will undoubtedly have to be 
paid for and that handsomely. It is extremely. 


doubtful whether Germany will be able to 
obtain much from her neighbour. Russia is 
barely supplying enough raw materials and 
foodstuffs to mect her own internal needs, 
and the possibility of expanding her re- 
sources is not only a question of finance but 
very much so of time, and while Germany 
‘may have all the time she wants, she has 
fot got the money. An endeavour to sur- 
mount this difficulty by the barter system 
is not likely to prove satisfactory because of 
the fact that Russia is unable quickly to 
absorb the products of German heavy 
industry at a rate sufficiently fast to make 
‘any such system workable. These facts, and 
the Soviet's retreat to its former position 
must be disquieting factors for Herr Hitler. 
It is plain evidence of the failure of his 
policy in this respect. To have succeeded 
in uniting Italy, Russia and Germany into a 
formidable anti-democratic bloc would 
indeed have been an extraordinary feat. 
The dice, however, were loaded against 
Berlin, for the most difficult part of the task 
was {0 persuade Signor Mussolini of the 
wisdom of any such combination. ‘That Herr 
Hitler for his own purposes could throw 
‘over the whole of his own doctrines in 
return for an understanding with the Soviet 
Government was one thing, that Signor 
Mussolini should do the same because it 
was necessary to Herr Hitler was an entirely 
different one. It was for that reason that 
the loudly advertised meeting of the two 
dictators in the Brenner Pass came to a 
{fruitless conclusion. There is also the pos- 
sibility that there would have been failure 
‘on the Russian side as well, for M. Molotov 
has made it quite clear that the Soviet 
desires {0 keep out of the war, while there 
was the danger that, had Herr Hitler 
succeeded in bringing into being the 
tripartite understanding, Russia would 
inevitably have been dragged into hostilities, 
and such hostilities which would have been 
very uncomfortable for her. ‘The destruction 
which the Allies are capable of inflicting 
upon her, the possibility of a long unfruitful 
war disturbing the internal security of Rus 
sia are factors which M. Stalin was untikely 
to ignore, and the whole episode is a clear 
Indication of how circumstances are now 
commencing to operate against the fortunes 
of the Reich. 


























STRICTER BLOCKADE 
April 4. 

Mr, Neville Chamberlain's speech in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday follows 
‘along lines to be expected after the recent 
meeting of the Supreme War Couneil, and 
as far as the unity of purpose of the Allies. 
is concerned adds but little to what was 
already known. His references to the 
economic blockade, however, open up new 
vistas of activity, and the promise that the 
blockade will be tightened up, will be wel- 
comed by those who sce in it the most 
powerful weapon of war at present in use. 
In this connection it is, perhaps, as well to 
deal with the mealy-mouthed complaint 
which the Nazi propoganda organs are con- 
tinually uttering about the Allies starving 
Germany's women and children by the 
cutting off of imports of goods which have 
been declared contraband. The fact is that 
Germany possesses enough fats and similar 
materials to serve the needs of her people. 
If the Reich decides to devote those goods 
to the production of war material, instead of 
using them to feed the people, that is the 
business of the Reich, and to suggest that 
the Allies are doing something unutterably 
cruel ‘off further supplies, is 10 
make a suggestion which cannot be justified. 
If Germany's present stores of mineral oils 
‘and fats are being used in the manufacture 
‘of munitions, if sugar and potatoes are being 
turned into glycerine and aleoho! respectively 
for purposes of war, the Allies cannot be 
expected to lift the blockade suMciently to 
hermit imports to make up the deficiency. 
German women and children are not being 
starved by the Allies, but by the deter 
mination of their rulers to plunge their 
country into war as they have done. The 
contraband which is being prevented from 
reaching Germany is for the purpose of 
making up deficiencies in the food supply 
due entirely to the devotion of what she 

ready possesses to the prosecution of that 

‘That being the position, what about the 
neutrals adjacent {0 German borders? There 
is all the evidence in the world that they. 
cither willingly for profit, or under the 
enormous pressure which Germany is exert- 
ing upon them, are importing, and re-export 

if info Germany much larger quantities of 
contraband goods than they normally do 
times of peace. That has got to be stopped. 
If it leads to a closer Allied control of neutral 
imports and corresponding inconvenience to 
them, it is much to be regretied. On the 
other hand it has to be remembered that the 
Allies are fighting the battle of all the 
European democracies, and the neutrals. 
eing such, stand in the most grievous peril 

by any mishap the Germans were to win 
in this struggle. They have seen what has 
happened to Austria, Czechoslovakia and 





























Poland, and they must realize that, if the 
present masters of Germany ever succeeded 
in bringing this present war to a successful 
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not suggested for one moment that the 
neutrals should come out into the open and 
align themselves formally with the Allies. 
To do so would be to subject their peoples 
to sufferings similar to those which the Bel- 
gians underwent during the years of Ger- 
man occupation of their country between 
1914 and 1918. That is precisely what the 
Allies do not desire and will do their ut- 
most to prevent. They ean, however, with 
complete justice demand that the neutrality 
of these smaller nations shall be a complete 
and balanced neutrality, that there shall be 
no modification of the neutrals’ attitude to- 
wards cither Great Britain, France or Ger- 
many. If the neutrals are unable to cary 
out such a programme, it is the paramount 
duty of the Allies to do everything possible 
to ensure that they shall not be able to 
benefit Germany by the adoption of an at- 
titude of benevolent neutrality, amounting 
almost to passive belligerency, by means of 
which Germany is permitted to fulfil those 
economie needs which will become all the 
greater as the blockade becomes increasingly 
efficient. There cannot be the slightest 
possible objection to the neutrals supplying 
Germany with precisely the same goods in 
quality and quantity which they do during 
normal peace years. Directly they exceed 
those levels they are in fact assisting Ger- 
ibuting to what may 
‘own destruction. 
If the neutrals have to be saved from 
themselves by the action of the Allies it 
will be because of the exigencies of the 
situation. They will have to be put in a 
position from which they will be unable to 
forward to Germany the additional supplies 
which that country is undoubtedly receiving 
from them, and that can only be done by 
the institution of the strictest possible con- 
trol over the import and export trade, en- 
suring the neutrals shall receive their normal 
supplies, but also making quite sure that 
there shall be no surplus for re-export to 
Germany. It is possible to have every: 
sympathy with the neutrals in the most un- 
fortunate position in which they find them= 
selves. That, despite every care which the 
Allics might’ have of their interests, these 
smaller nations must suffer to some extent 
has regretfully to be admitted. Their goo- 
graphical positions makes them particularly 
vulnerable so far as Germany is concerned, 
but it is quite apparent that if successful 
Allied action prevents them from being able 
to contribute to German needs, the rexpo 
sibility is not theirs but that of the Allies, 
‘who “will most cheerfully shoulder any 
further necessary responsibility entailed in 
prosecuting a success{ul war upon the com- 
mon enemy. Mr. Chamberlain made it 
quite clear in his speech that not only the 
naval blockade was being utilized for this 
purpose, but that British finance was doing 
its share in the Balkans by purchasing what 
might otherwise be sold to Germany. That 
is a perfectly permissible form of extending 
the blockade, and if carried to a successful 
conclusion might lead to desperate measures 
on the part of Germany, to endeavour to 
obtain by force what the ability of the 
British financial structure is able to withhold 
by purchase. Should that occur Herr Hitler 
will defeat his own ends, for the Balkans 
reduced to a state of war by German action 
would be in no position to supply Germany 
‘with anything, and the second state of that 
country would undoubtedly become worse 
than its first.

parsimony. The Council has stood to be, and 
has been hit at from both points of view, and 
it can with justice be said that whatever may 
bbe the rights and wrongs of the matter the 
ratepayers themselves cannot hope wholly to 
eseape from blame. The real fact of the 
matter is that the rates should have been in- 
ereased years ago. Such a step was only 
avoided by the sale of the electricity under- 
taking and the use of the surplus of some 
$40,000,000 for the purpose of balancing 
budgets. which in the abscnee of adequate 
revenue from the rates could not in fact be 
balanced. ‘The sale was put through on the 
understanding that the surplus after the re- 
payment of the then outstanding debentures 
would be used for the purpose of keeping 
down the municipal rates. ‘The method of 
Ananeing the administration then adopted was 
open to eriticism, but it was what the rate- 
payers wanted, and they cannot now hope to 
escape from their share of the responsibility. 
‘The necessity for raising the rates was clearly 
realized in 1936, when the Chairman of the 
Council told the members of the British 
Residents’ Association that an increase from 
1G to 20 per cent. was necessary that year, 
and that the more this was delayed the 
greater the inerease would have to be. ‘That 
has in fact occurred, and the International 
Council is now faced’ with the imposing task 
of setting its house in.order. 

‘That, despite opinion to the contrary, there 
has been no prodigality on the part of the 
Couneil may be deduced from the fact that, 
hhad it not been for the collapse of the dollar, 
the municipal budgets for this and last year 
would have been balanced, and the Settlement 
would have been able to carry on, The 
Agures which have been issued by the Finance 
Department of the Municipal Council clearly 
show that the drop In exchange Is wholly 
responsible for the position in which the In- 
ternational Settlement finds Itself now. And 
while there is some criticism concerning the

0 important a elty as this can only be reduced 
to a certain limit without actual damage to 
the place. It is plain to those who walk the 
streets of Shanghai that, in this respect the 
Umit has been reached.

The calling up of men up to 25 years of 
age in Great Britain, and the announcement 
that by the end of the year she will 
have five million men under arms, is not only 
indicative of the manner in which the Empire 

playing its part in this war, but also of the 
‘enormous potential strength which still re- 
mains to be tapped. What has already been 
achieved results from the failure of Germany 
to let loose the blitzkrieg immediately after 
the declaration of war, or if not then, after 
the reduction of Poland. General Sir Edmund 
Tronside, is reported to have said that the 
Allies “should be heartily grateful that they 
enjoyed seven months in which to perfect 
their armies." They are in a position now 
to await with confidence any onslaught which 
the German high command may contemplate 
making on them. That Herr Hitler did miss 
the bus completely as the General claims is 
becoming clearer every day, and the inactivity 
to which the German army is condemned, 
together with the increasing hardships at- 
tendant upon the prolongation and stiffening 
of the blockade may be expected to have a 
very definite effect upon the moral of the men, 
{dle at the front, and the population no longer 
having tales of victory handed out to them. 
‘Whether Sir Edmund is right in insisting that 
the German army must do something, if its 
moral is not to crack, may be at the moment 
‘& matter of opinion, but there cannot be very 
much doubt that if the present state of af- 
fairs continues very much longer, the Reich 
may have serious domestic problems of its 
‘own to solve. ‘The initiative is still in Herr 
Hitler’s hands, but it is gradually passing to 
the Allies, not in any positive sense, but be- 
cause the passage of time is in itself foreing 
Herr Hitler to make decisions. Thus the 
maintenance of the present state of affairs, 
‘and the stiffening of the blockade are factors 
already pressing upon the Reich, and it can 
only be a question of time until Herr Hitler 
will be forced into greater activity than he 
is at present demonstrating. 

Reports are current that the Reich dreads 
the idea of having to face another winter in 
a state of war. The abnormal winter through 
which Europe has passed naturally adds to 
that dread, and there is ground for believing 
that Herr Hitler will seek to force the pace 
In the hope of a quick viclory before the cold 
again settles over Europe. The old threat of 
widespread bombing of Great Britain and 
France, the boast that what Germany did to 
Poland can be done again and all the other 
menaces which have been made against the 
Allies simply fail to curdle their blood, for 
the simple reason that the Allies naturally 
‘ask what Germany thinks they will be doing 
‘once she starts to carry out her threats. It 
Is the knowledge that they can mete out just 
a8 good as they receive which keeps Herr 
Hitler in a state of hesitancy, The 
Allies have definitely proved to the 
world at large that there Is not one part 
of Germany which their aeroplanes cannot 
reach, and in their determination to win this 
war they are fixed in their purpose to ex- 
change blow for blow with little extra to boot. 
The idleness which has thus been thrust upon 
Germany is reported already to be having 
{ts effect. Neutral correspondents report that 
German public opinion is becoming impatient 
for a decisive blow to be struck against the 
Allies. Nazi leaders, however, no longer ox- 
sert that it is up to the Reich to take the 
Initiative, contenting themselves by merely 
declaring that Germany would make uppro- 
priate reply to any initiative taken by the 
Allies, ‘The vaeillation which it thus shown 
to exist is entirely due to opportunities which 
the Germans have missed, and realization of 
the fact that the Allies are daily growing in 
strength to such an extent that whatever 
might have been possible seven months azo 
is no longer so. It would not, however. be 
Wise to expect that deteriorating conditions 
in Germany have yet reached the stage where 
sheer desperation will force Herr Hitler tact. 
Tt is more to be expected that in the not too 
distant future he will again embark upon 
another of his peace offensives. for he would 
dearly like to extricate himself {rom the mess 
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landed him. : 

‘The recent reshumMing of the British Cabinet, 
the clevation ‘of Mr. Winston Churehill to a 
position which practically places him in full 
control of the prosecution of the war, and 
the fact that he is a man devoted to the’ most 
‘energetic methods are all indications that a 
profound change is about to come over the 











ducting the campaign. ‘The tightening of th: 
blockade which is to be confidently expected, 
even though it might prejudice some of the 
rights of the neutrals adjacent to Germany, 
is all part and parcel of a vigorous policy 
which alone is popular amongst the Allies. 
As much consideration will be given to the 
neutrals as possible, but with Germany fight- 
ing a totalitarian war, the Allies are forced 
to follow suit. It will not be necessary for 
the Allies to sink neutral shipping, or murder 
members of its inoffensive erews. That can 
safely be left to the Nazis who apparentl 
delight in so doing. But the Allies will hav 
to stop every leukage of contraband goods 
into Germany on the one hand, and of ex- 
ports out of Germany on the oiher, even if 


























in the process the neutrals are subjected to 
‘no small amount of inconvenienes 
bbe apparent to those neutrals who 





Allied cause, because it is in fact their own, 
that the quicker this war is brought to a 
conclusion, in an Allied victory the better will 
it_be for everyone. Consequently the mare 
effective the blockade is made the shorter 
should be the duration of the war, for that 
almost wholly=depends upon the time when 
the shortage of those foodstuffs, which arg, 
now being used for making war materials 
instead of nourishing the people, brings about 
a general realization in Germany of the futi 

lity of prolonging the struggle. ‘There are 
signs that the economic weapon is already 
having its effect. That is expected to become 
mote imposing as the months go by, and even 
if a good harvest this year helps Germany to 
face a second «winter, it will only have the 
effect of postponing ‘the evil day when an 
under-nourished nation asks itself what is the 
use of following a bunch of leaders who can 
neither give them victory nor food enough. 

















THIS WEEK’S POLL 
Aprit 9. 

Tomorrow and Thursday being probably 
the two most important days in the history 
of the International Settlement it is import 
ant that the main issue involved in thi 
year’s municipal clection shall be kept in 
mind. The one great question which will be 
answered as a result of the poll will be whe- 
ther the ratepayers will consent to such an 
increased Japanese representation on the 
Municipal Council as will in effect give them 
complete control, or whether, at least for 
another year, the status quo shall be main- 
tained. ‘That is the only real question with 
which the ratepayers are concerned, and the 
responsibility for giving the correct answer 
lies entirely with them. Itvis unfortunate 
that these clections will have degenerated 
into a struggle between communities, be- 
tween what may be roughly termed the 
Anglo-American on the one hand and the 
Japanese on the other, with a substantial 
number of neutral communities who may 
have a deciding vote in the matter. ‘That 
slate of affairs is wholly undesirable, but as 
it exists it will have to be faced fairly and 
squarely, with the hope that after all the 
shouting and tumult dies down it will be 
possible to accept the verdict of the rate- 
fers without any remnant of bad fecling 
which would do so much harm to the peace 
ful administration of this international city. 
It is essential that the status quo with regard 
to national representation on the Municipal 
Council shall be maintained, if only because 
it is imperative that the future constitution 
of the Council is a matter more for amicable 
negotiation than for battle by numbers 
at the polls, and there is always the pos- 
sibility that if a respite is thus gained out- 
standing questions may be settled in a 
friendly manner, but a very grave danger 
‘of the reverse, should existing arrangements 
be so rudely upset as it is apparently desired 
in some quarters. It has again to be em- 
phasized that the Japanese are perfectly 
within their rights in doing what they have 
done, and there ean be no valid criticism 
of their action on that score. 


‘The intervention of Mr. Ranald McDonald 
‘as an independent candidate constitutes in 
Itself a threat to the position of the officially 
accepted British candidates, as likely to bring 
about a split vote which the straw vote was 
designed to prevent, and it has to be re- 
membered that every British or American 
vote given to him is just so much more ad- 
vantage to the Japanese candidates. It is 
only by a unanimous vote by the British and 
American voters that retention of the status 
‘quo can be ensured. ‘There are undoubtedly 
those who beliove that the record of the 
Couneil in the past has been so bad that 
a change is desirable no matter who may 
secure the predominating position. There 
are these who lightly accuse the Municipal 
Couneit of extravagance, people who criti- 
cized the Council for the economics it soucht 
to effect in the carly part of 1937, and who 
now criticize it because of the unfortunate 
nosition in which it finds itself through no 
fault of its own whatever. They would be 
exceedingly ill-advised If they were (0 follow 
the advice of the extremists who would 
argue that to throw out the “ofd gang" and 
hand the administratio

the administration needs reforming cannot 
be justified. Taking « dispassionate view of 
the whole matter it is astonishing, conside 
Wf all that Shanghai has gone through dun 
ing the past three years that the Municinal 
Couneil has done swell has. Livin 
in a partial state of sieze, with the whole 
‘of the economic life of the port badly dis- 
rupted it is a welcome and astonishing fact 
that the International Settlement has come 
through so well. That has been largely due to 
the wise and efficient administration which 
has been carried on by the Municipal Coun- 
il, and it can with justice be claimed that 
to make any radical change at the present 
time would be to run the risks of damage 
to the future of the port which might prove 
very serious indeed. A complete departure 
from the occidental principles upon which 
the International Settlement has been ad- 
ministered through almost the century of its 
existence and the substitution therefor of 
a new and entirely different point of view. 
not something which should be gone in the 
Present circumstances, 
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But even if the critics of the Municipal 
Couneil were correct in thelr allegations of 
extravagance and ineffcleney, which it is 
contended they are not, the times demand 
that at any rate for the moment such action 
which those critics believe to be necessary 
should be postponed. A common front of 
the occidentals is required in the matter lest 
the Settlement should lose its internationallty 
s0 far as its administration is concerned. 
The attempt to bring about a split in the 
Anglo-American vote should be fought to 
the utmost. “The interests of the occidental 
community demands that the officially 
selected candidates should be returned to 
office, and that two Japanese as heretofore 
should also be elected. It must be apparent 
that. if the British and American, oficial 
candidates were returned, and also. Mr. 
MeDonald, that would amount to a reduction 
of the Japanese representation on the Coun 
cil by fifty per cent. ‘That is just as un- 
desirable as a reduction in the number of 
seats held by the British and Americans or 
the loss of one of them to Mr. MeDonald 
whose success in this matter will amount to 
a reverse to British and American communi~ 
ties. Here is the reason for urging upon 
voters that their best interests are served by 
plumping for the British and American 
selected candidates, voting for no one else 
but those seven. ‘The Japanese can be ex- 
pected {0 poll almost the whole of their votes 
in support of their own candidates, Oceld- 
ental voters would be well advised to en- 
deavour to turn out in equal strength to 
vote in defence of their own interests, for 
the seriousness of the challenge which the 
Japanese have issued by putting forward 
five candidates is such that no reasonable 
‘man can afford to ignore, ‘Those interests 
can best be protected by ensuring that the 
seven selected candidates shall recelve the 
whole of the British and American votes, and 
as many of other nationals as possible,

An Answer Wanted

Is it {0 be assumed that had the straw 
vote resulted differently Mr. MeDonald would 
have found it a proceeding much more to his 
liking? ‘That seems to be a justifiable deductio 
for it must obviously be true that if before the 
straw vole was held he even then held the. views 
he says he does now, It was obviously his duty 
to have had nothing whatever (0 do with it and 
to have sald so quite openly in order that there 
might ‘be no possibility of his attitude being, 
misjudged.

‘Mare than one correspondent has written to 
this Journal suggesting that the best way of 
hg with the situation erated by. Mr. 
Ranald G. McDonald's decision to stand for 
election to the Municipal Counell would be for 
the electors to vote for him, the five selected 
British and the two American candidates, 
‘apparently in the hope of depriving the Japa: 
nese of one of the two seats which they’ hold 
At present.

matter. It would be infinitely more dignified 
and redound more to the eredit of the occicen- 
tal voters if they were to remain content with 
maintoining their position, and retrain from 
endeavouring to make any inread into the 
Japanese representation on the Couneil. Nothing. 
is more essential at the present time than that 
everything shall be done to ensure that the 
situation shall not deteriorate. It most certain- 
ly would if there were any ‘resort to such a 
method of rotaliation. tn this connection it 
must be remembered ‘that the Japanese have 
done no more than they are perfectly entitled 
to do.

It is, perhaps, unfort- 
uunate that only one nation is going to suffer 
from this, For the Germans are cut off from 
‘all contacts with the outside world; they do 
not know what is being done and planned 
against them; they are not allowed to know, 
OF otherwise ‘they might be forced to change 
their opinions, A somewhat similar policy of 
inverting the bowl is being pursued by” the 
Japanese in the present municipal election. They 
will not permit the facts, or what the other 
side believe to be the facts, to be known to 
‘any voters under their jurisdiction. This was 
fovidenced yesterday in the summary confsea. 
tion of all coples of the German “Gelbe Post, 
which contained a reasonable article advising 
German Jewish refugees that they had little to 
do with the present Shanghal munieipal quarrel, 
‘and that, therefore, they should abstain from 
casting voles for ‘any. side whatsoover. All 
coples of the paper which were to have been 
distributed North of the Creek, were con- 
Aiseated by plainelothes Japanese. A non-pro- 
vocative and eminently ‘reasonable statement 
Was suppressed by those who wish to keop a 
large seetion of the Shanghai public “under 
the bowl” This local instance of the suppres-

‘alls—appallingly high and a bist increase in 
jekshaw rentals finding little compensation in 
the increased tariff authorized by the Municipal 
Counell paint a black picture for the rickshaw 
puller. And while thy stomach must be provided 
for, the fet must go wnshod. It may seem a 
lminor point to mention in Shanghai's concentrated 
existence where great wealth and great poverty 
rub shoulders, where the extravagance of night 
fife and amtisement demonstrated by China's 
ailded youth form the contrasting background 
to the sufferings of the poor, but it would be 
worth while pausing and considering some scheme 
of betlerment. While the large proportion of 
Shanghai's salaried or waxe ‘classes are 
Jdeavouring to adjust high cost of living condi- 
tions by resort to the economic and industrial 
resources of the city, here is a class basically 
Unstable, subject (0 the whims of weather, short~ 
fage of small money, rental demands and a dozen 
other ille but eapable of finding no remedy. It 
fg a social tragedy which will be wiped trom 
the eivie conselence only when the industry 1s, 
organized on amore humanitarian besis,or when, 
fo achieve the ideal, human beings’ will no 
Honger be expected to play the part of domestic 
animals which are vanishing from this city 
much faster than the supply of manpower in 
the face of mechanical transportation.

Submarine Inactivity 


A big reduction in Allied shipping tunk by 
(German submarines is a significant feature of 
the past few weeks’ operations at sea, From 
arming tolals in the earlier stages of the war 
lbefore the British Navy obtained firm control, 
the losses last week were almost negligible and 
ithere were indications that the ceaseless watch 
jand guard of the British Navy and the relent- 
Hess hunt of what Mr. Winston Churchill, the 
First Lord terms. “these 

” ‘submarine menace. to 
lwirtual impoteney. A number of reasons. has 
Jocen adduced for this very satisfactory. situa- 
tion. “The convoy system introduced” shortly 
lafler the outbreak of war and now developed to 
its fullest extent of protection makes submarine 
Jatiacks extremely difficult. While the individual 
land unprotected vessel is easy yame for the 
prowling German submarine commander, in 
Iwell-protected convoys the losses have been 
microscopic. ‘The destruction of German sub- 
marines has been extremely’ high. The British 
naval authorities have been reticent on this sub- 
eet through reasons of strategy but when an- 
Inouncements are made, similar to the London 
message of yesterday, that within 48 hours 
Jseveral submarines were attacked with favoin 
jable results, the depletion of the German sub- 
lmarine fleet can be readily understood. It is 
luelieved that the rate of destruction. Is ex= 
lccedingg the rate of building and. therefore a 
steady process of deterioration is weakening the 
German U-boat fleet and reducing its effective- 
Iness. “A suggestion has been made that the 
German naval authorities, faced with Inereas- 
fing losses which cannot be replaced by. exist- 
ing building resources, may be preparing fora 
Jsrand sortie, utilizing all available vessels in 
lsome spectacular operation likely. to achieve 
Jresults “which would temporarily stimulate 
Ipopular enthusiasm in Germany to cover the 
big losses the submarine Meet has sulfered.

Public Utilities Committee Agrees to Power Co. 
Request for Compensation to Cover Fuel Costs

the Public Utilities Committee of the Shanghai Municipal Council 
have approved a request by the company to impose a further 
surcharge to cover the increased cost of coal, it was announced 


yesterday. 


It was pointed out by the company that the surcharge 


now in effect was designed to afford the company relief in respect 
‘of increased operation costs caused by the decline in the local 


dollar and did not compensate for increased fuel costs, 


fuel surcharge will be effective 


May 7. 

Part of the statement released by 
the SMC. follows:— 

“The Public Utilities Committee, at 
its meeting on March 29, gave con- 
sideration to an application by the 
‘Shanghal Power Company for per~ 
mision to impese ‘a. surcharge in 
Fespeet of the abnormally high cost 
fof coal, in addition to the existing 
exchange suteharge, on four classes 
fof service in respect of which the 
price of fuel Js a predominant cost 
factor,” These four classes of service 
are, General power (which is a ser- 
Viee supplied for motors, industrial 
heating apparatus, are welding and 
similar equipment’ not supplied under 
Dulle supply agreements), heating, 
‘cooking and water heating. 

In supporting its application, the 
‘Company’ pointed out that the aver- 
‘age cost of coal consumed: during the 
period 1929" to 1996, inclusive, was 
$11.04 a ton, while the average cost 
per ton increased from $4130 in 
November 1939, to $87.62 in February. 
1940,. The estimated average cost for 
March is $110 a ton, with estimated 
steady and almost "continuous in- 
ereases in average cost each month, 
to $133. a ton for December 1940. 

‘The company has been most, for~ 
tunate in. oblaining the continued 
supply of 180,000. tons per half-year 
from the Kailan Mining Administra- 
tion and while the coal is paid for 
in pounds Sterling, it is landed in 
Shanghal at a net Chinese dollar cost 
to the Company far below the landed 
cost of coal from Indic. ‘The toad 
upon the Company's system is, how. 
ever, now such that more than halt 
‘of iis cool requirements must be 
purchased from abroad and imported 
At freight costs which reflect, and aro 

ual

Cost of Coat 

‘The cost per ton of Indian coal has 
Iinereased from Rs, 723 (F.0.B. Cale 
culta) in July 1939, to Rs. "8.10 in 
January 1940, and the estimated costs 
are Rs. 872 for April 1940 and Rs, 
8.93 for July 1940, "Similar increases 
are shown in freight; from £0586 
per ton in July 1939, to £1.33. in 
‘January 1940, and the estimated Agure 
Tor April 1940 is £1518 and for July 
1940, £2.14. ‘The cost per ton of 
Indian coal landed ia Shanghai has 
risen from $38.00 for July 1939, to 
'$12042 for January 1940, and at pre- 
valling rates of exchange the figures 
for April and July, 1940, are $120.74 
and $167.10. respectively. 

‘The estimated figures for 1940 
would be considerably higher ‘but for 
the fact that the company has been 
fortunate in securing some cheap 
stocks of coal and in fixing some 
freight in advance at rates substan- 
tially below current quotations. Cur- 
rent costs of Indian coal are given 
as in excess of §200 a ton. The com- 
Pany stated that there is no imme- 
diate likelihood of increased supplies 
of coal of China origin being made 
available and while every reasonable 
‘source of fucl has been explored, It 
hhas been established that under pre- 
vailing conditions, India is "the 
cheapest “source for the required 
imports. 

While the company has appro- 
priated a substantial sum for experi- 
menting with the use of fuel oit and 
the experiments are being urged for 
‘ward, ‘no conclusions areas. yet 
available beyond the fact that “oll 
is not competitive with coal at the 
prices estimated for 1940, ‘The pre- 
sent estimated budget for coal to 
cover the period from March to 
December, 1940, exceeds $74,000,000 
‘as compared with a normal annual 
‘budget of about $5,000,000." The 
finaneing of coal purchases so long, 
in transit, combined with the pay= 
‘ment of freights in advance, is plae- 
ing a greater burden upon the com 
pany than It ean continue to carry. 


Exchange Surcharge

Little if any of that grucsomoness 
which: was experionced in those three 
years is introduced into the Book. 
‘The bloody battlefields and the corpses 
which were strewn’ all over the 
country are not relied upon by the 
‘authors to convey what happened in 
Spain. Instead they deal with those 
unsung heroes who did not shoulder 
rifles but who remained firm in their 
beliefs, and one of the Rreatest truths 
about ‘the Spanish struggle, which 
unfortunately is only touched ‘upon 
lin a few sentences, is the fact that 
in both the “Red” and the "White" 
‘armies, men whose convictions were 
fon the side of the “enemies” were 
forced to fight, often brother against 
brother, father against son, ‘There 
was no alternative, and refusal to 
Aght meant the firing squad, ‘The 
latter alternative was gladly chosen 
by men who, at the outbreak of the 
conflict, had ‘enrolled in the militias 
lof factions to which they were bitterly 
‘opposed, merely to protect their own 
lives, What they subsequently saw 
‘and had to endure convinced them 
that execution was the best way out 
of it, and legion are those who chose 
this alternative, ‘The book Is heartily 
recommended to readers who are nol 
only fond of fiction but of learning 
about Spain—that Spain which once 
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
